Washington, March 25 (IP)— 
The House Appropriations com­ 
mittee, rejecting P r e s i d e n t 
Roosev elt’s request to cut farm 
benefit pay ments 30 per cent, 
asked congress today to appro­ 
priate $750,000,000 to 
promote 
agricultural recov ery “ essential 
to the complete restoration of 
our national economy .” 
The committee sent to 
the 
house floor a bill calling for a 
$1,067,274,427 appropriation for 
all agriculture department activ ­ 
ities in the y ear beginning July 
I. The total was $244,598 ,376 
more than the President and the 
budget bureau asked and $113,- 
109,148 more than regular appro­ 
priations last y ear. 
The bill caned for $500,000,000 
for soil conserv ation pay ments 
under the administration’s farm 
program—$15,000,000 more than 
the President’s budget called for 
—and $250,0000,000 for farm par­ 
ity benefits which the budget 
did not recommend. Congress 
earmarked $212,000,000 in a relief 
bill last y ear for parity pay ­ 
ments.

For a real fancy dessert, bake 
cake batter in egg shells, set in 
mu ffin pans and frost them all 
ov er with icings tinted delicate- 
y in Easter hu es. Serv e them 
plain or roll them in cocoanu t. 
Or lightly frost an angel food 
or sponge cake and then dec­ 
orate it with bu nnies, rabbits 
and chicks fashioned from fon­ 
dant or from gu m drops. 
And, last of all, don’t forget 
the flav ors. They are v ital to a 
children’s party . A nov el home­ 
made fav or is made by filling 
delicately tinted egg shells with 
candy eggs and then sealing the 
tops by pasting tissu e paper ov er 
the ends.

Nazi Suppo rt Uncertain 
When he had the u ndiv ided a t­ 
tention of Germany , Mu ssolini 
was in a better position to press 
his claims. Bu t he alway s had to 
make u p his mind whether he 
cou ld depend u pon Hitler’s su p­ 
port in ev ent he pressed his de­ 
mands for African and Mediter­ 
ranean territory . It has been a 
tou gh decision to make. France 
and England hav e not made it 
§ tny easier for him. They hav e 
made v ery plain to Mu ssolini the 
risks he might ru n in ev ent he 
gu essed wrong as to Hitler. 
For some week., now segments 
of the British home fleet hav e 
joined the French fleet and the 
British Mediterranean fleet in 
patrolling 
the 
Mediterranean. 
They hav e patrolled it almost as 
if war already had begu n. 
The patrol has had two effects. 
One has been to prev ent any 
mine lay ing by Italy in the path 
of French or British operations. 
Perhaps none was intended by 
Mu ssolini bu t he is being told, la­ 
the langu age of battleships, that 
he cannot do it. 
The other effect is psy chologi­ 
cal. Both Germany and Italy 
hav e tremendou s air power bu t 
they hav e not y et demonstrated 
that they can whip a fleet with 
it. Ou r own Nav y seems pretty 
certain th at airplanes cannot 
sink battleships, althou gh they 
can pu t down smaller craft. 


Duce Didn't Kno w 
With a concentration of enemy 
battleship strength in the Med­ 
iterranean at the ou tbreak of a 
war, Italy wou ld be in a critical 
plight. 
Now Hitler is bu sy abou t his 
own affairs. There is some inti­ 
mation in dispatches abroad that 
Mu ssolini, althou gh knowing o f 
the general plan, was not kept 
adv ised of Hitler’s intention to 
mov e so soon.
